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- Rainfall summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs. on Thursday, 
the 22nd May, 1913, based on the Indian Daily Weather Reports 


of the period. 


: The week has been an unusually wet one. An abnormal distribution of preseure 
caused a strong inflow of humid winds from both the Bay and the Arabian Sea, and 
widespread rainfall occurred in northern and central India. Rain fell in all parts of north- 
east India, the United Provinces, the east and north Panjab, Rajputana, Central India and 


the Central Provinces, A change set in at the close of the week and weather became 
more settled,

In Burma rainfall was somewhat lighter than usual and in the Peninsula was only 


local in character. ‘ 
2. Burma,—Rain fell daily except in the central districts. 


Northeast India, including Orissa.—Nearly every station received some rain during 
the week. Rainfall was fairly general on the 15th, 47th, 18th and 2oth in Assam, on the 


+ 17th, 18th and 2oth in Bengal, on the 16th and 17th in Chota Nagpur and on the 17th and 
2oth in Bihar. » 


The United Provinces, Central India and the Central Provinces.—Rainfall occas 


in all parts of the division, and was nearly geaeral in the United Provinces on the 19th 
and 2oth and in Central India on the 2oth. :

“Season and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 
17th May 1913. . 


Burma.—The week has been generally wet. Reaping of spring crops and 
sowing Of summer crops are in progress, Standing crops are in good condition. Cate 
tle are generally healthy. Prices are fairly steady but high. 


Assam.—Light to moderate rain has fallen in most districts and has done much 

» good to standing crops but more rain is needed in the Surma Valley and in the centre 

of the Brahmaputra Valley. Sowing of early and late rice and of jute, plucking of tea and 

planting of sugarcane continue. Harvesting of spring rice is nearly finished in Sylhet. 

Prospects are good. The average price of common rice is Stationary. Cattle disease 
is reported from almost every district. 


Bengal.—During the week thunderstorms accompanied by rain continued 
throughout the Province. Although sowings of autumn crops were retarded, in 
April their conditions are now very favourable, Sowings are approaching completion 
in the eastern districts of the Province and are being vigorously prosecuted in the 
western districts. Prospects of standing crops are now favourable. More rain is how- 
ever desirable in the districts of Murshidabad, Dinajpur and Rangpur. The average 


* price of rice shows a tendency torise, Scarcity of fodder and water is still reported from 


parts of Tippera and Midnapore. Cattle disease is reported from nine districts, 


generally light. Threshing of spring crops is completed. Preparation of lands for 
early and late autumn crops continues. Sowing of paddy and other crops has 
“ begun and that of jute is in progress. Newly planted sugarcane and vegetables ar@ 
doing well, The price of common rice is still rising. The condition of cai if onpthe 
whole good but cases of cattle disease are reported from parts of Orissa any Gi 
Nagpur.

districts slight damage has been caused to crops by rain and hail. Sowing of autumn crops 
and cotton is in progress in places. Standing crops are doing well and prospects arg 


generally good.. Test works have been discontinued in Mirzapur. In the Benares _ State 
the numbers on relief works have risen to 2,556 and 314 persons are still in regéipt of 
gratuitous relief. Cattle disease is sporadic in the Central Doab and North Central 
' districts but is diminishing elsewhere. Fodder and water are sufficient, Prices are 
fluctuating with a slight downward tendency in the north and west anda slight upward 
‘tendency in the south,and east. ! D 


unjab.—Light to heavy. rain has been general. The spring crop is being 
rel and threshing continues.

by rain in several districts, The outtura on irrigated land is average to good and on ‘ 


unircigated land below average.

A hailstorm is reported in 
Muzufferabad but it caused no damage to standing crops which are in good condition, 
Autumn sowings are in progress, The condition of agricultural stock is good. Fodder is 
sufficient. Prices are normal.

Rajputana.—The weather was cloudy and hot, The rainfall was more or less 
general. The maximum fall was 144 cents in Bikaner and the minimum 15 cents in 
Merwara. Harvesting of spring crops is still proceeding in some places. Land is being 
prepared for autumn crops in Mewar, Shahpura, Partabgath and Ajmer-Merwara, 
Standing crops are in good condition and prospects are good. Cattle are in good 
condition. Fodder and water are sufficient. Prices are generally high and stationary. 
The cotton crop in Jaipur is flourishing. 


Central India.—The rainfall was partial in Bhopal and Baghelkhand and slight in 
Bundelkhand. The weather is cloudy but cool. Harvesting of spring crops has been. 
completed in Bundelkhand and in all parts of Baghelkhand except Rewah. Land is

Sowings of dry crops, paddy and sugarcane are proceeding normally in parts, The 
condition of cattle is generally good. Fodder and water are generally sufficient.

Rainfall summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs. on Thursday, 
the 29th May 1913, based on the Indian Daily Weather Reports 
we of the period. 


1, Rain fell chiefly in Burma, northeast India and the Peninsula. A temporary 
advance of monsoon winds occurred in the southeast of the Arabian Sea, and towards the 
close of the week heavy rain fell at Cochin, and rough seas were reported from Cochin 
and Colombo, The coast north of Calicut, however, was not affected, 


2. Burma,—Rainfall was of daily occurrence, and was nearly general in LowemBurma, 


‘ Northeast-India, including Orissa.—Rainfall was nearly general in Assam and the

Northwest India.—A few light showers occurred in the Punjab, north Rajpptana, 
the North-West Frontier Province and Kashmir. 
ed The Peninsula.—Rain fell on the west coast as far north as Ratnagiri, and was nearly 
general in Malabar on the 22nd, 23rd, 27th and 28th, Local falls occurred in the rest of 
the Peninsula and were most numerous in southeast Madras and the Bombay Deccan.

Plough- 
ing for winter rice and upland crops, transplanting of summer rice and reaping of 
spring rice are progreésing normally. Cattle are healthy and pasturage is sufficient, 

he price of unhusked rice is steady though a litle above normal, 


Assam,—There has been heavy rain in the Surma Valley and at both ends of the 
Brahmaputra Valley in the centre of which and in the Lungleh subdivision more rain is still 
desirable. The rainfall has facilitated cultivation and improved prospects of tea in the 
Surma Valley. Sowing of earlyand late rice and of jute, plucking of tea and planting 
of sugarcane are in progress, Harvesting of spring rice is finished in Sylhet and the 
outturn is good, The average price of common rice has risen by one per cent. Cattle 
disease is reported from most districts. 


Bengal.—During the weck rain fell all over the Province. The fall was heavy 
in some parts of Eastern Bengal and generally light to moderate elsewhere. Sowiags of 
jute and other autumn crops are now well forward in the eastern districts and are pro* 
gressing. Weeding continues briskly in the western districts. Prospects of standing 
crops are favourable, More rain is however still wanted in the Murshidabad district. 
The price of rice shows a slight tendency torise. Fodd*r and water are still reported to 
be scarce in parts of Midnapore. Fodder scarcity is also reported from parts of Tippera. 
Cattle disease is reported from ning districts. 

Bihar and Orissa.—The rainfall was general over the Province, the fall being 
geperally light. Preparation of lands for the next season’s crops still continues, « 
Sowing of paddy, maruva and other autumn crops has commenced. Newly 
planted sugarcane and vegetables are domg well, The average price of common 
rice is almost stationary as compared with that of the previous week, The condition 
of cattle is on the whole good but stray cases of cattle disease are reported from seven 
districts. The supply of water is sufficient. Fodder is also sufficient except in parts of 
Sambalpur and Hazaribagh. Agricultural prospects in the Feudatory States of Orissa 
are on the whole good, : 


United Provinces.—General rain fell throughout the Provinces, the fall being 
moré than 1 inch in the Himalayan, Western Submontane, the Upper Doab and North 
Central districts and in parts of the Central Doab, Central Submontane, the Lower Doab, 
South Eastern and Eastern Submontane districts and in the Benares State.
